•it derives from what President Harding said on the subject of 
'jjroup domination in his Fourth of July.addr.ess at Marion, O., 
his home town, to which he journeyed to meet the home folks 
for the first time since his inauguration and to take part in the 
town's centennial celebration. , 


The question of group voting;, and attempts at group dom- 


ination whiclr are bound to follow such voting, have been 
many times commented upon in these columns, and always 
adversely. 
It is and always has been the conviction of this 


paper that good government can come only from the united 
action and support of the people, and not from splitting lip 
into groups,'each working for its own interests instead of the 
interests of the country as a whole. 


And that this view is held by President Harding was made 


very plain when lie said: "A free American has the right to 
labor without any other's leave. 
It would 'be no less ;m 


abridgement to deny men to bargain collectively, and the gov- 
'eminent cannot tolerate any-class-or "group domination 
'•'through force. It will be a sorry day whe.n group domination 


is reflected in our laws. . Government and the laws which gov- 
ernment is charged with enforcing must be for all the people, 
ever aiming at the common good.". ~ "*• 


This is the sum and substance of the whole matter in a nut- 


shell, and the'President'has performed a valued service in 
staling it so plainly and succinctly. 


The qucstidn is piie that calls for serious attention on the 


part of all who have the country's welfare at..heart. Grouping 
of voters and grouping of interests has-been on .the increase 
for.some years. 
It is a vicious and dangerous tendency and 


one that must be checked if serious trouble is'not to ensue. If 
continued it means Hie splitting of the electorate into number- 
less and hostile bodies working for selfish interests to the detri- 
ment and danger of the gcneralintercst. The imaginary gains 
which might -be realized now and then would be grievously 
otfset by the losses to the country as a whole. To forget this 
is'to rush headlong into disastrous conditions which it will be 
more difficult fo remedy than to avoid. 


Much harm has already been clone, ollienvise President 


Harding would not have sjjoken as he did. He said al the be- 
ginning thai he had come to "sound no note of pessimism." 
i-Ie is not a pessimist. He lakes (he broad and optimistic view 
of the nation's affairs and the nation's future, but he does not 
shut his eyes to a danger in plain sight, That he recognizes 
the danger he makes clear in words that 'Should impress all 
Americans who have at heart the welfare of their country. 


In the earlier days there was an absence of this sort of thing. 


The people divided on issues and there was no lack of fierce- 
ness in their political battles,' but ail were aimii]g at the com- 
mon good as they understood it, aiid not striving to achieve 
selfish ends at the expense of the country. 


The country has grown great since those days, and in re- 


cent years there has grown up the practice.of combining for 
the benefit of groups and sections, .regardless of the general 
interest and the geneialvgood. Thai'this has gone so far as to 
call from the President of the United Slates such an expression1 


as he voiced at.Marion is deeply significant.

that his warning will receive .(he attention-it merits and tjiat 
the evil may be checked by. wise and fimely'action on the part 
of all true Americans.
